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Rationing 
Of Sugar 
Is Ended 

^ WASfflNGTON, July 28 
The agriculture depart- 
ment announced the end of 
sugar rationing at 11 a.m. 
(EST) today because of a lack 
of funds to finance the pro- 
gram. The action enda ration- 
ing to industrial and Institu- 
tional users. Rationing to 
housewives was ended .two 
months ago. 

However, price controU are belnB 
kept. And controls on tbe nmount 
of suppllcB which Induatrlnl uacra 
may tiove on hand were inaUtuted. 
Fosdli Not Oranted 

In announcing thU action, the 
department said congress failed to 
appropriate funds necessary to con- 
tinue work on the sugar rationing 
administration. It said Uiat office Is 
being closed down Immediately and 
all raU^ilng employes ara being 
dismissed today. 

The department said all orders 
suspending sugar raUonlng to al- 
leged violators of rationing rules are 
revoked. Likewise, aU suspension 
order proceedings now pending were 
ordered ended. 

Persona under subpoena or notice 
to appear In such proceedings are 
now released from making their ap- 
^pearance. 

Inventory Conlnl Explained 
• Briefly, the new Inventory con- 
trols, restricting the amount of 
sugar Industrial users may have on 
hand, provide: 

1. A general limitation of sugar 
inventories for ony person (other 
than household users) to a maxi- 
mum of 3,000 pounds; 

2. A limitation for any industrial 
or Institution user of 1*0 per cent of 
the quantity used during the cor- 
responding and next succeeding 
month ending Juno 30, IW; 

3. A limitation for all wholesal- 
ers or retailers to quantities equal 
to those sold by them during the 
preceding calendar month. 

No limitation was placed on In- 
ventories of primary distributors, 
that Is refiners, sugar mills and Im- 
porters.

For Soda Pop 

Most immediate result of the end 
of industrial sugar raUonlng today 
wlU bfl that UBglc Valley residents 
will be able to obtain nearly any 
k quantity of their fovorite soda pop 
' In the near future, managers of bot- 
tling flnna In Twin Palls agreed. 

The manager of one lx>ttllng plant 
pointed out that his Ilrm had been 
obtaining sugar under the ration 
set-up lor five years during which 
time the ration had remained nearly 
steady while demand for the pro- 
duct had increased 100 per cent in 
Magic Valley. - - 

Aside from an Increase In the 
amount of soda pop available, It 
appeared the order ending rolloiiliig 
of sugar to Industrial men would 
have little Immediate effect In this 
area. 

The manager of one bakery 
ported today's order would allow 
bakers to replace syrup now being 
used, by sugar. 

There was no ruaii on the Twin 
Fnlls plant of the Amalgamated 
dugar company tlils morning. In 
direct contrast to the flurry of buy 
Ing created when rationing lo 
lioUHchold anil la>,tltiitlonul user. 
was ended In May. Managers of Iho 
three bottling concerns In Twin 
Falls and employes at the suKur 
plant were unaware of the arilcr 
vmUug rationing lor Industrial uscra 
until Informed by the TImes-Nowa.

In this case, both "rjga," as 
the chief refers to the fire trucks, 
would have to circle the block to 
lay down four lines of hose, two 
from each truck. If drivers instated 
on getting In the way, a hopeless 
tangle would result, taking precious 
time for city police to straighten 
It out. 

Then, on on ordinary nm to a 
fire, drivers who persist in follow- 
ing the trucics slow down the fire 
engine or engines that are following 
the first one. Many times, the chief 
himself has difficulty In getting to 
a fire because of excited drivers 
who fall to give way to the siren 
and red light on his car.

I have just returned from a truck, mule and hikinR trip 
Into the mountainoufl Albanian-Greek frontier region, includ- 
ing an nccidentnl venture into Albania. I found no trace of 
an international brigade, nor any soldier or civilian wlio hud 
seen or heard factual reports 



of one.

Mother of 
Truman to 
Get Honor

(/IV-Mra. Martha Ellen , Tru- 
man, daughter of a Missouri 
pioneer farmer and mother of 
tho nation's President, will be 
burled this afternoon on a 
shaded knoll In Kansas City — 
the town where she was bom 
94 years ago. 

The ceremony was simple and 
private, as the mother and her de- 
voted son, Horry 8. Truman, had 
previously agreed. The funeral' ser- 
vices began at 3 p. m. (M6D In 
Mrs. Truman's plainly furnished 
living room and were for the family 
alone. 

BmaU Cortege 

Only three or four cars followed 
Mrs. Truman's cortege on Ita n-mlle 
trip to Forest Hill cemetery from 
the lltUe cottage on dusty, unpaved 
Peland avenue hi Qrandvlew,. near 
the Frisco railroad tracks. 

Forest Hill cemetery made ready a 
grave. In the same lot with John 
Anderson Truman, the President's 
father, who was burled there Nov. 
4, igi4. 

The Truman sorrow, though more 
than a family affair, was sheltered 
from the curious by secret service 
men, state and local police who 
blockaded roads for two blocks 
around tbe frame house. 

Bier Described 

On tbe door of-the cream-colored 
frame house was a funeral wreath 
of purple and whit«. Inside, at the 
foot of a simple, silvery casket, was 
a single great cluster of red roses. 
In the open casket, where close 
friends said their goodbyes yester- 
day, lay Martha Truman In her 
favorite blue dress— a dress she 
bought last February to wear on a 
visit to Harry in the White House. 

That trip was never made, because 
a fall on Feb. 13 fractured her hip 
and led to the heart strain which 
brought about her death. On an ear- 
lier visit— for Mother's day, 191&— 
she had captured the naUon's fancy 
by exclaiming 'TlddlesUcksI" at the 
fuss made about her.

Started In Committee

way and Uie senate public lands 
committee, domlnnted by westem- 
eri, detJlncd .lo countenance a fee 
Increase proposed by the interior 
department. 

Chanie Proposed 

In the midst of this dispute. 
President Truman proposed, In one 
of his roorganlMtlon plans, a con- 
solidation of the general land office 
and the firaElns service. Congress 
approved and the Interior depart- 
ment began negotiations with stock- 
men to work out a new fee sched- 
ule. 

Despite bitter attacks on the 
frailng admlnlstmtlon by spokes- 
men lor weslem JIveslock producers, 
congress was assured time and 
again that no one wanted repeal ol 
the Taylor grating act. 

New Method Okayed

ate had added only (3S,000, congress 
approved a now method of appor- 
tioning the fees and an end to the 
battle appeared in sight. 

This revision gives the federal 
government a larger share of the 
Mtolngs, by reducing the stAte por- 
tico, and the public lands commit- 
tM estimated that the 1S48 Inoome 
would approximate (813,000.

As the hose 
costs (1,S0 a loot, this carelessness 
can be costly, as well as dangerous. 

Drivers who do any of these things 
are violating the code of the city of 
Twin Falls for which strict penal- 
ties ire provided. 

Section 17 provldce that police 
and fire vehicles when operated on 
official business and when sirens are 
sounded shall have the right of way 
without question. 

Upon soundhig of the sh'en at 
the fire department station, every 
vehicle on the streets shall Imme- 
dlaUly park in accordance with the 
provisions of this ordinance, or. It 
there be no parking space within 
the block in which the vehicle is 
then located, the vehicle ahall Imme- 
diately take a position as near as 
possible and parallel to the right- 
hand edge of the curb of the street, 
clear of the Intersection of streets, 
and shall remain in such position 
until said siren ceases sounding," 
the city law jtates. 

The same section makes It un- 
lawful to follow fire-bound appar- 
atus closer than BOO feet or to 
drive or park within a block of the 
fire. 

Another phase of the city code 
makes It illegal to drive any vehicle 
over a hose that has been laid by 
firemen for use In fire fighting. 

"If citizens would stop to realize 
that every fire Is a serious matter to 
the persons concerned." they would 
ceruinly do everything possible to 
cooperate with us," Fire Chief Olbb 
pointed out.

Specialists say one of the nuat Im- 
portant things to rttnembn la to 
avoid handling electrical cords, 
switches and equipment when the 
hands are wet or the body grounded. 

They sound a special warning 
against touching a switch, Ught or 
appliance while standing In a bath- 
tub or touching a water faucet 
and offer one other suggesUon— if 
working with an electrical pump or 
some other piece of electrical 
equipment which baa to be In a 
damp place, wear rubbers or over- 
shoes. That will keep the ftet dry 
and the body Insulated fnxn the 
ground, giving a fair measure of pro- 
tection from shock.
